\VASIHXOTOX, December 21.—The judic- 


iary cuniiuliit'ij bill to prohibit political as- 
ri'ssmt'iits reported by Edmunds to theseuato 
provides iliiitiiopcisoii In Iho service of the 
KwrrnniiMit, whether 'Injblatlvi'. executive, or 
judicial, shall jluvcily or i'ndirecily, solicit or 
receive or In anv hmiiiier be concerned In so- 
liciting oriurelviiiK »ny a>?i'.s.Miieiit, subscrip- 
tion ur contrlbulfoii- fur any pollllcal purpose 
from any officer, clerk or employee of tho 
government or trom any person'receiving any 
salary or compensation from moneys derived 
from the treasury of the Untied States. 


Second—That no person shall in any room 


or building occupied by any officer or em- 
ployee of the United States .mentioned in tills 
act, solicit or receive any contribution of 
intineyor any other thing of value of any 
kind for any political purpose whatever. 


Third—That no such officer or employe of 


the United States bhall discharge or promote- 
or degrade or in any manner change trie offi- 
cial rank or compensation of any other officer 
or employe or prcxnise or threaten so to do 
by reason of any vote of such officer or em- 
ploye as given or withheld at any political 
election, or for giving or withholding or neg- 
lecting to make contribution of money or oth- 
er valuable thing for' political p.urpuse.
